O.-S. The Polith Lords and 
Gentlemen who are ftill at Koningsberg, make a Scrupie 
to accept King- Staniflaus’s Abdication of the Crown, 
and fay, that unlefs it be performed in a General Dyet, 
it will be a Violation of the Conftitutions of the King- 
dom ;“but “tis believed that the Abbe |’Anglois, the 
Minifter of France, will be able to remove that Ob- 
ftacle. 

They write from Petersburg, that the Czarina is 
refolved to have the Statues of all the Czars that ever 
fate on the Throne of Ruffia, caft in Brafs to their full 
Propoftion, and fet up in the Galleries of the Palace at 
Mufcow, called Kremelin.
